2. In the Coal Mines Rescue Rules, 1959, — 

(i) for rule II, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

"11. Establishment for the Committee.— (1 ) The 
Committee shall, fiotn time to time, fix the scale 
of establishment and the scale of pay and allow- 
ances of its employees, and require security in 
such instances and of such amount as it thinks 
fit : 

Provided that such scales of pay and allowances shall 
be ip accoi dance with the scales sanctioned by the 
Centi al Government for similar posts. 

(2) The Committee shall, from time to time, make 
rules for jegulating tho method of recruitment to 
various posts under the Committee and for regula- 
ting the conditions of service of its empoyees : 

Provided that rule® regulating method of recruitment to 
various posts under the Committee shall lequire the 
approval of the Centi al Government, 

(3) The exercise of powers by the Committee under 
sub-rules fl) and f2) shall be subject to such 
general or specific orders as may be issued by 
the Central Government from time to time, 

(4) Subject to the scale of establishment fixed under 
sub-rule (1) and rules made under sub-rule (2), 
the President shall have the power to appoint, 
dismiss, grant leave to, suspend oi reduce any 
employee of Committee : 

Provided Rot 1 no person shall be appointed to. or dis- 
missed from, an office carrying the pay scale tho 
maximum of which exceeds Rs. 1300 without the 
sanction of the Central Government, save in tho 
case of appointment to a leave vacancy for a 
period of not more than 120 days.” 

(ii) after sub-rule (2) of rule 25, the following sub-ruler 

shall be inserted, namely :■ — - 

“(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1) 
or sub-iulc (2), a medical officer of a mine whom 
the Superintendent of the Rescue Station considers 
suitable and useful, may be trained ip rescue work 
with breathing apparatus."
